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Village General Plan changes approved 


General Plan changes for Vandenberg Village were given approval 
Wednesday bv the County Planning Commission. The recom m endation is 
that an increase of 948 dwellings, constituting an approxim ate increase 
of 2,600 persons, be worked into the plan of Vandenberg Village 
Development Co. 


Park space required under the plan was increased slightly in the 
categories of neighborhood, community and district-regional parks. 
Included in the approval by a 6-0 vote is designation of a condominium 
complex which had been opposed by residents ol the area. 


Gavlen 
Jackson, 
chairm an of 
the 
Citizens Advisory Planning 
Committee of the Fourth District, reported findings of the com m ittee 
after three public hearings. The com m ittee and the planning departm ent 
staff recommended the General Plan changes adding a residential area 
in the northeast corner of the community and eliminating a recreational 
area in the northwest corner to adapt to new road pattern, increasing 
density in north, east and west central areas, and duplex plans for the 
south central area moved eastward. 


Professional and Institutional areas were added in the central area, 
the district center increased to 40 acres, and highway related uses was 
added in the central area. An industrial park area was moved eastward. 


Two elem entary school designations w ere eliminated, one added, and 
five moved. 
Two areas were added to community parks, and one district park was 
added. 
Opposition cam e in the form of letters from Jam es T. Murphy and 


Lucile Murphy. The commission was requested to put off the public 
hearing until November with other GP am endm ent hearings, on the 
grounds ' there is no urgency to act on this now." 


Murphy, of 282 Antares Ave.. felt the builders them selves had caused 
General Plan problems with "indiscriminate building in areas contrary 
to the G eneral Plan. " 


A Citizens Com mittee Against Rezoning felt "There is no compelling 
reason for change." 
William Harris, of Vandenberg Village, said residents were not given 
sufficient notice of the widespread changes sought in the General Plan. 
He said the attention was being focussed only on the proposed 
condominium project. 


The staff pointed out that the supervisors had referred the m atter back 
to the planners asking for an area wide G P study. 
Harris claimed that Bill E b b e r t . development company official, had 
participated in citizens com m ittee hearings as its vice-chairman He 
contested

that 
Ebbert had 
disqualified himself from the proceedings. 


"I don't think the public welfare was served at the way the decision 
was arrived at by the com m ittee." declared Harris. 


Supporting the General Plan changes were the Lompoc Valley 
Economic Redevelopment Assn. directors. Thomas E. Parks, secretary, 
sent a resolution backing the condominium project and General Plan 
changes as requested by the developers.

Officials say upgrading 
of Highway 1 'not feasible' 


Upgrading of State Highway 1 over Harris Grade in 
Lompoc Valley in lieu of a major realignment setting up a 
four-lane freeway section is still seen as “ not feasible" in a 
final environmental statement tiled by state highway 
officials this week. 


The State Division of Highways environmental impact 
study, required under current legislation, said the 4.8 mile 
freeway project north of Lompoc would require “ heavy 
earthwork creating major changes in the earth contours 
with recognizable scars." But it added the effect would be 
"minimized as much as possible with contour grading, 
ground cover planting and restoration 
Animals displaced to other forests in the area would 
presumably return when reforestation was completed, the 


report slated, adding that a small portion of a Bishop pine 
stand would be "temporarily lost" in building the new 
freeway section north of the Santa Ynez River to Harriston 
at the Route 135 junction. 
Noise and air pollution wouldn’t be materially increased 
over present road useage, it was felt, thus contradicting 
claims of conservationists opposing the project that huge 
cuts would be made through diatamaceous earth setting up 
huge dust clouds and making replanting difficult if not 
imposs&fcfn such terrain 
County supervisors are to receive the report Oct 4 and 
continue a public hearing on the controversy between the 
state highway builders and conservationist groups and 
other citizens opposing the multi-million dollar project as 
unnecessary and environmentally destructive.

Bases are not only in the running but are 
believed high on the list of possibilities. If 
that is true and it it is also true that Florida 
is in the driver's seat today, it follows that 
California has a 50-50 chance to take home 
all the marbles. Last December, Scott 
says, the state had only a 10 per cent 
chance of succeeding. 
Scott now includes the 11 western states 
in the block that stands to gain if the 
shuttle comes to any one of them. He 
applauds the tact that the 11 states signed a 
joint 
statem en t 
recently 
opposing 
proposals for the use of an expedable first 
stage system in the shot. 


The state is now solidly behind the effort 
to seek the space programs, but there was 
a time in the early days when Gov. Reagan 
delayed giving the program his complete 
blessing. Scott recalls. What effect did this 
have on the state’s effort. “ It was almost 
disastrous.’’ 
But the lack of financing has hurt the 


promotional 
eflort most, 
according 
to 
Scott. Thus far the task force has raised 
only about $31,000 of an estimated $75,000 to 
$100,000 tab that had been projected for the 
promotion. Most of the money has come 
from utility companies, he says. 


The most important thing. Scott says, is 
the establishment of space priorities by 
Congress. At Lions Inn the other day, he

space rather than on existing facilities that 
the shuttle program will be based in 
California in the national interest.

Six people trapped into isolation 
now have something to look forward 
to. They represent a small group of 
Lompoc senior citizens who are 
handicapped, 
incapacitated 
or 
serving time in convalescence. 
Though the numbers benefiting 
are currently small, the emphasis is 
great on communication and care. 
The vehicle is the Meals on Wheels 
program inaugurated in Lompoc on 
June 1 
Twenty volunteers headed by the 
Church 
Women 
United, 
home 
deliver one hot meal a day to those 
over 50 years of age unable to shop 
for their tood or prepare their own 
meals. A driver and a friendly 
visitor always travel the luncheon 
route together from 12:30 to 1:30 
p.m. live days a week and on 
holidays. The one hour a day 
provides 
companionship 
and 
nutritious meals prepared by the 
Lompoc District Hospital kitchen 
stall And much more, it provides a 
boost in morale. 
The regular meal consists ol 
meat, potatoes, vegetable, salad, 
dessert, bread and butter and milk, 
and is the same menu prepared for 
hospital patients that day. However, 
Meals 
on 
Wheels 
recipients 
requiring special diets are also 
accommodated. To alleviate the 
bulk 
ol 
dishwashing, 
disposable 
plates and containers are used. 
Program coordinator Lois Miller 
related 
the 
change 
in 
most 
programees. "At first, they mostly 
talked about their aches and pains. 
Now 
they 
talk 
about 
other 
interesting volunteers they have 
met during the week. 
Personal hygiene has improved 
too. For one elderly man, tobacco 
stains and dirt has been replaced by 
a clean white shirt and careful 
grooming in anticipation of the daily 
visits, Mrs. Miller added Eligible 
recipients vary in age up to 93 years. 
Meals on Wheels is tunded through 
the OEO Emergency and Food and 
Medical 
grant 
and 
dispensed 
through the senior citizen contingent 
o t 
the 
Community 
Action 
Commission 
branch 
office 
in 
Lompoc. Meals, obtained from the 
hospital as the least expensive 
method of running the program, 
each cost about $1.37 including tax. 
Recipients 
pay up 
to the 
full 
amount, according to their personal 
finances. Low income programees 
usually pay 50 cents a meal. Due to 
the small clientele, the grant money 
ot $1700 allocated on June 1 more 
than takes up the slack, after the 
program reimburses the hospital for 
the lull amount. In November, the 
grant 
will 
be 
up 
for 
renewal 
consideration, according to Joan 
Tadeo of the CAC. 
Meals on Wheels originated in 
London during World War IL The

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Nicholas gives 
beauty tips 


NEW YORK — (NEA) — 
The number and variety of 
cosmetics available today 
can guarantee any woman a 
more attractive appearance. 
Cosmeticized, she can pre­ 
sent her best possible face 
to the world. 
But to get the most out of 
cosmetics, a woman needs to 
know the technique of ap­ 
plying them. She can learn 
it piecemeal, from her 
mother and friends as she’s 
growi ng up; from books, 
magazines and television as 
an adult. Or she can go to a 
make-up artist and have her 
face “done," from moistur­ 
izer to false lashes. 
A make-up ar ti st ap­ 
proaches a woman’s face as 
if it were an unfinished can­ 
vas. He can look at it objec­ 
tively, seeing where a hint 
of color, a spot of shading 
or a touch- of balance is 
needed. 
One such expert is Nich­ 
olas Sammartino, who com­ 
bines hair-styling and make­ 
up in his New York salon. 
His clientele includes cos­ 
metics queen Estee Lauder, 
her 
daughter-in-law, 
Eve­ 
lyn (who apears in all the 
Lauder ads), fashion mod­ 
els, actresses, career girls, 
young and not-so -young 
matrons. 
Nicholas learned his art 
from famous H o l l y w o o d 
make-up man George Mas­ 
ters. For several years, Nich­ 
olas was make-up consult­ 
ant for Saks Fifth Avenue. 
He chooses his cosmetics 
from every commercial line 
to get the best products. 
And he uses only those 
which are hypoallergenic. 
“You never know when a 
woman is going to be aller­ 
gic to a cosmetic,” Nicholas 
explained. “ In fact, she 
could have an allergic re­ 
action to something that’s 
never affected her before. 
Since I make up so many 
women, I don t want to risk 
anyone breaking out in a 
rash from a product I’m 
using.” 
Nicholas teaches his cus­ 
tomers make-up techniques. 
First he does the whole face, 
to show 
how make-up 


plied above the real ones, 
open the eye.” 


He shapes eyebrows deftly 
with a rrzor blade, but he 
advi ses women to 
use 
twe ez er s at home: “You 
need a very light touch to 
use a razor without cutting 
yourself. A woman should 
use square-tipped tweezers 
and remove hairs only from 
underneath the brows.” 
He applies foundation with 
a surgical sponge: “ It has a 


velvety surface and gives 
even application.” 
The mouth is another focal 
point in the face and Nicho­ 
las emphasizes it, but not 
necessarily with the dark 
lipstick currently in fashion. 
He feels most women don’t 
look well in dark lipstick and 
shouldn’t use it. In fact, one 
of the guiding principles in 
Nicholas’ approach to make- 


woman should wear what s 
right for her, not necessar­ 
ily what a fashion magazine 
decrees she should wear. 


Nicholas hates 
stenciled 
lines—h e a vy liner on the 
eyelid and under the eye. 
“ Everything should blend. 
If someone says, ‘That’s a 
great hairdo,’ change it,” he 


advises. “ No one thing— 
hair, eyes, jewelry or dress 
—should stand out. A woman 
should look smashing as a 
whole, as a person.” 
He claims the best cus­ 
tomers are insecure women . 
“ They’re more open minded 
about how they should look. 
A secure woman doesn’t 
want to change anything 
about her appearance.” 


If a woman does want to 
change her look—hairstyle 
and make-up—Nicholas will 
do both for $30—a modest 
fee in inflationary times. 
And Nicholas views at least 
one visit to a make-up artist 
as a necessity. 
“ When a woman looks at 
herself in the mirror, she 
can only see herself straight­ 
en. She doesn’t see herself 


as others see her—in pro­ 
file, for example. The make­ 
up artist can look at her 
from all angles and decide 
what’s right for her.” 
And although, as Nicholas 
states, it’s what is inside a 
person that counts, women 
can learn a lesson from ad­ 
vertising: Pretty packaging 
can’t hurt.

“ There is an element of risk involved, 
conceded Commission chairman Robert L.

Azusa Foothill 
Citrus Co. could not guarantee that the polo 
fields could remain as open space in 
coming years even with profitable rezoning 
of eight acres for condominiums.

GARNERVILLE, N.Y. — 
(NEA)—This is one story 1 
thought I’d never write. Just 
a few days ago—after a year­ 
long wait—my wife and I 
moved into a new home in 
Rockland County, in New 
York’s suburbia. We moved 
from all the stink and noise 
of New York City. 
Friends, more experienced 
in buying houses than we, 
told us what to expect, but 
they could never tell it all. 
Grief, delays, unfinished de­ 
tails, extra c h a r g e s and 
o t h e r complications were 
predicted. 
Many of these 
p r o b l e m s did arise, but 
things went smoother than 
expected. 
In 1970, some Vfc million 
h o u s i n g units were com­ 
pleted in this country. This 
year, the estimate is two 
million. This m e a n s that 
nearly two million families 
have been going through 
many of the same ordeals 
my wife and I have over the 
last year. Next year, more 
Americans will go through 
the same process. 
Perhaps 
through a look back at our 
experiences things will be 
made easier for some of the 
country’s homeowners-to-be. 
Naturally, 
in 
searching 
for a new home you will 
want to consider all prob­ 
able areas. Choose the one 
best suited to your needs. 
Three acres of rolling green 
lawns, trees and 
colorful 
gardens won’t satisfy “city” 
people. Homes are a lot of 
work. If you don’t want to 
do it and can’t afford to hire 
the help, then you are prob­ 
ably better off in an apart­ 
ment or condominium. 
After you have chosen 
the area in which you want 
to live, contact several re­ 
liable real estate agencies in 
the neighborhood. They will 
be more than pleased to 
spend a Sunday with you 
touring the available used 


homes, as well as the new 
ones. 
We decided on a new home 
and chose a lot in a new sub­ 
division. Then we sat down 
with the agent and selected 
one of the available home 
plans. Those who want to— 
and can afford it—may wish 
to hire an architect to design 
a home exclusively for them, 
but hundreds of thousands 
of “subdivision” homes are 
sold every year and they are 
probably the best buy in 
new housing today. 
In choosing your lot, there 
are several factors to con­ 
sider. Is there enough pri­ 
vacy? Is it high enough to 
facilitate p r o p e r drainage 
and a dry basement? How is 
the view? Are there city 
sewers? Is the water supply 
from the city or vour own 
well? 
Sun exposure is a factor 
too often overlooked by po­ 
tential 
home 
buyers. We 
chose a home with the sun 
rising over our back yard 
and setting in front. This 
keeps the evening sun’s heat 


out of the kitchen, where it 
isn’t wanted with all the ex­ 
tra heat generated by cook­ 
ing and washing dishes. 
You will also want to find 
out a bit about the neighbor­ 
hood. Are you near enough 
to schools and places of wor­ 
ship? How about transpor­ 
tation? Don’t h e s i t a t e to 
walk around the block and 
chat with people already liv­ 
ing there. Ring a few door­ 
bells and ask a lot of ques­ 
tions. Ask about taxes, for 
example. People are gener­ 
ally very accommodating in 
answering s u c h questions 
because it wasn't too long 
ago they were seeking the 
same kind of information. 
And while you’re asking 
those other questions, ask 
about the builder, too. If it 
is the same builder who will 
be building your home, the 
information you gather will 
be invaluable. Is he reliable? 
Are the people for whom he 
has built having a difficult 
time getting him back to 
make the necessary repairs 
and alterations? (Ànd it is 
inevitable that vou will have 


a number of them .) 
Once you have made up 
your mind on your home and 
lot, the realty agency may 
want you to give it a small 
deposit, or binder. This is 
usually less than $100 and 
may or may not be refund­ 
able. This assures you that 
the lot will not be sold to 
s o m e o n e else before you 
have a chance to finalize 
your contract. 
Ask your lawyer to do 
some additional checking on 
your builder. He will prob­ 
ably do it anyway since, as 
my lawyer told me when we 
signed 
our contract, 
“No 
m a t t e r how c a r e f u l l y 
worded this piece of paper 
is, it’s not worth a thing if 
the builder is a crook.” 
Our builder was not a 
crook. We did have standard 
problems, including several 
months delay because of bad 
weather. 
Visit your home as often 
as possible while it is being 
built. Check on the work­ 
manship and if you have any 
questions or doubts, don’t 
hesitate to call the builder 
to discuss them. Since build­ 
ers often 
subcontract the 
various parts of the home, 
they can’t keep very close 
tabs on the workers. I esti­ 
mate that between my wife 
and me, we p h o n e d our 
builder nearly 300 times be­ 
tween the s i g n i n g of our 
contract and the time we 
moved in. I expect we’ll talk 
again several dozen times 
before all is completed. 
There is the matter of 
two missing shutters, two 
shelves missing from a medi­ 
cine cabinet, a sloppy paint 
job in one r o o m , some 
needed landscaping in our 
back yard and a few other 
odds and ends. 
In the process of choos­ 
ing. buying, building and 
moving into our new home, 
we had a large s h a r e of 
headaches 
and disappoint­ 
ments. But I am a “house 
person.” I hate c r o w d e d 
cities and apartments. 


A f t e r moving day (we 
moved ourselves and saved 
a l m o s t 
$300), my 
back 
ached and my arms and legs 
were ready to drop off. But 
that first night we walked 
out onto our back porch into 
the clean, country air, took 
deep breaths and knew it 
was worth waiting for.

entertaining and easily di­ 
gestible." 
"The Executive Voice” in­ 
terviews

Colonel Sanders, L e v i n e . 
Moymhan. management con 
sultant Peter Drucker and 
fashion designer Bill Blass 
and sends the results off to 
subscribers in 60-m i n u t e 
cassettes. 
Levy says there 
are about 10.000 executive- 
subscribers and he expects 
some 20.000 more by year’s 
end. 
The 
granddaddy 
of 
the 
cassette 
information 
busi­ 
ness is probably the Califor- 


nia M e d i c a l Association, 
which developed the concept 
several years ago by record­ 
ing m e d i c a 1 conferences, 
editing 
them 
and 
mailing 
them monthly to doctor-sub- 
scribers. 
Called Audio Di­ 
gest, the service has more 
than 20.000 subscribers. 


Another new organization, 
Cassette Clearing House of 
Norwalk. Conn.. acts as an 
informal "club" by provid­ 
ing up-to-date listings of var­ 
ious 
instructional 
cassette 
programs. 
"The 
problem." 
s a y s 
Michael Schaill of Cassette 
Clearing 
House, 
"is 
that 
while many firms are pro­ 
ducing cassettes, the public 
for the most part has no 
idea what's available. 
"We’re attempting to per­ 
form an industry-wide serv­ 
ice by letting people know 
where they can find cassette 
programs." 
Jim L e v y of Time-Life 
calls 
the 
business 
"audio 
publishing" or " n o n p r i n t 


publishing" w h i c h almost 
sounds like a contradiction 
in terms. Nevertheless, he 
leels that it is likely to make 
a dent in much of the pub­ 
lishing industry in years to 
come. 
F o r 
s e 1 f-improvement, 
Levy says, the cassette is 
made to order. "There are 
so many areas which are 
perfect for cassettes. Lan­ 
guage instruction, children’s 
s t o r i e s , art appreciation, 
travel tours. We’re just get­ 
ting started.” 
Cassette Clearing House s 
Schaill makes available such 
diverse programs as vocabu­ 
lary building, data process­ 
ing, spelling, Bible stories, 
y o g a exercises, investing, 
business writing and flower 
arranging. 
"Practically every house­ 
hold has a cassette recorder 
today." says Schaill. "Even­ 
tually, it will have a cassette 
library for self-improvement 
and 
entertainment 
to 
go 
with it."

TV traps Chad 


H O L L Y W O O D — (NEA)—Television can be a trap—a 
14-carat trap, but confining, nevertheless. 
Chad Everett is caught by that gaudy device. He isn’t 
suffering too much, but still there’s not much he can do 
about escaping. 
Everett went into television in the first place, a few 
years back, because he was dissatisfied with the way 
his movie career was going. He had supporting roles in 
some big pictures and starring roles in some little pic­ 
tures but the really major parts kept eluding him. 
“The problem was sim ple,” Chad says. “ I didn’t have 
a big enough nam e.” 
Television offered him a chance to get that big name, 
so he took it. He began a weekly series on CBS called 
Medical Center. And, lo and behold, it became a hit. 
Now Chad Everett’s name is big. His following—espe­ 
cially among feminine fans—is huge. He is undoubtedly 
TV’s" leading snack-table idol, which is the modern coun­ 
terpart of the theater’s old matinee idols. 
Now he’d like to do those big movie parts, and chances 
are the producers would welcome him. But he s caught 
by the trap—how can he possibly leave TV at this point, 
when the ratings are high for his show and he is making 
a fortune? Later, when the inevitable day comes when his 
show begins to sag, it may be too late. 
That happened to others, like Vince Edwards. He rode 
Ben Casey up to the top—and rode it back down to the 
ground. When he tried movies, the ship had sailed—the 
public had seen too much of him already. 
It’s a fine art, this business of quitting TV while your 
popularity is still rising, not after it starts to fall. Steve 
McQueen did it, and profited thereby.

NEW YORK—(N E A )-H e 
is a small, t h i n , delicate 
man. And so his name will 
be Chico, which in the lan­ 
guage of his origin is a de­ 
scription of his person. 


Chico is 26. Unmarried. 
, And a very happy fella. 


“I’ve been in the United 
States seven months,” he 
says, smoking a cigarette to 
its filter. “I work in a fac­ 
tory boxing things. I make 
$3 an hour. I have bought 
this television and I listen 
to the Spanish station when 
it’s on. I have a girl friend 
who lives with me and we 
are thinking about getting a 
car. In a year I will make 
almost $6.000. If I get a 
raise, it will be even more. ’ 


Wonderful. Good for Chico. 
But as it happens, what’s 
good for Chico is bad for 
somebody else. For Chico is 
an illegal alien in this nation 
a id one of thousands, per­ 
haps millions, who are tak- 
im frjobs away from legal 
rSflaents. 
“I am Bolivian,” 
Chico 
says, through an interpreter. 
“Last year a friend asked 
me if I wanted to go to 
America. He said it would 
cost about $300. I could not 
afford that much money. But 
my friend said he’d lend me 
some, and said I would not 
be sorry. So we came up, I 
won’t say how many of us 
there were, on a boat first 
and then a truck. I don't 
know what happened to the 
others. But I got this—” he 
pulls a Social Security card 
from his wallet. “Then I got 
my job. I have never regret­ 


ted it. I am very satisfied 
to have come to work up 
here.” 
Nobody knows how many 
satisfied Chicos there are in 
the United States. Some peo­ 
ple in the immigration serv­ 
ices say there may be as 
many as two million. Others 
in the same federal agency 
say that figure is exaggera­ 
tion. But there is one point 
most observers agree on: 
The situation is g e t t i n g 
worse. And at a time when 
five million American citi­ 
zens are looking for work (6 
per cent of the w o r k i n g 
force), it is deplorable that 
any illegal visitors, however 
many, are on steady pay­ 
rolls. 


curl.” He says in New York 
City area alone there are an 
estimated 200,000 such peo­ 
ple, who occupy almost as 
many jobs, and up to 50,000 
critically needed h o u s i n g 
units. 
Across the nation, Kava- 
zanjian adds, “I think there 
are at least—at least!—one 
million jobs being taken by 
these people. Jobs which our 
own people sorely need. Just 
the other day we raided a 
canning company in New 
Jersey. And on just one shift, 
we found 30 illegal alien 
workers. One company. One 
shift. 30 jobs. Multiply that 
by m a n y thousands and 
you’ll see the dimensions of 
it all.” 


men in the nation and less 
than 700 investigators.

w e’re going to clean up this 
massive backlog of illegal 
entrants.” 


Yet, regardless of the poli­ 
tics involved, the fact re­ 
mains the illegal alien prob­ 
lem is a real one. And Ed 
Kavazanjian makes a couple 
of telling points: 
1—Social Security registra­ 
tion is issued to anyone in 
this nation who applies and 
no proof of residency is re­ 
quired. 2—There is no law 
against employers hiring il* 
legal a l i e n s and no law 


against illegal aliens taking 
jobs. 
And so it is that the nation 
makes it relatively easy for 
illegitimate visitors to come 
here and live, and thrive. 
Take it from Chico, who says 
he doesn’t worry about the 
law at all: “I h a v e one 
friend who is a policeman 
here. He is Puerto Rican and 
he knows I am here without 
papers. But I don’t worry. 
If he turns me in, what will 
happen? I will be sent home, 
maybe, that’s all. And so I’ll 
come back again. With the 
money I’ve made, I can af­ 
ford it now.” 


T h e 
circumstances, 
o f 
course, have prevailed in 
this land of loose borders 
since the land first federal­ 
ized. And in the past there 
have b e e n heated, some­ 
times violent disputes over 
the Mexican or Canadian 
citizens working here. But 
now, with prolonged unem­ 
ployment in America, peo­ 
ple' are beginning to yelp. 
Men on the jobs are mailing 
in complaints to authorities, 
union leaders are starting to 
take notice and a few urban 
lawmakers are talking about 
investigations. 
But the biggest scream is 
an individual one. Edward 
Kavazanjian, a criminal in­ 
vestigator for the New York 
office of the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service, 
is hollering “ for the world 
to hear.” He says he has 
documented evidence on il­ 
legal i m m i g r a n t s that 
“would make y o u r hair 


Kavazanjian, who heats up 
easily on this subject, be­ 
lieves that the illegal aliens 
earn some “ $10 billion in 
wages a year,” money which 
is “ robbed from the pockets 
of the unemployed citizens,” 
and most of which is sent 
back to other countries. 
“ It’s crime,” Kavazanjian 
says, an “open crime.” 
For all of his insistence 
and fury, Kavazanjian has 
not to this point been given 
anv official backing for his 
gripe. In fact, spokesman for 
immigration headquarters in 
Washington deny the m an’s 
statistics and question his 
motives. They point out Kav­ 
azanjian is a leader in the 
immigration workers union, 
and is battling against re- 
d u c t i o n s in immigration 
worker personnel. And Kav­ 
azanjian admits part of this 
himself: “ Sure we n e e d 
more workers. We’ve got a 
piddly 1,600 border patrol-

The intersection at the Wye is hazardous 
at night, to put it mildly. 
We do not profess to be a traffic 
engineer, 
but

Base to Lompoc is exceedingly lucky if he 
has a motorist ahead ot him who knows the 
way to Lompoc, particularly at the Wye 
turnoff. This turnott is poorly designated 
and one

It would appear that the turnoff could be 
made far safer with the installation of 
reflectors, at the turn and on the right side 
of the turn. 


We would urge an immediate safety 
study of the Wve with particular emphasis 
on this point. We should not have to wait 
for a serious accident to prompt such an 
investigation.
